We have examined the Treasurer’s and Selectmen’s books, and 
find that the Treasurer has charged himself with cash, and orders 
received, amounting to $7598 79; that he credits himself for 
cash paid out as per order of the selectmen, $6685 27, leav- 
inga balance in his hands of $918 42. : 
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There is due from the State for money paid out to the families 
of volunteer soldiers, and those dependant upon them for support, 
the sum of $825 52; also, due from the county and from the 
town of Conway for the support of county paupers, $28. There 
is also due $33, as interest on the Richard and David Pattee note. 
Due from A. Whitney, present Collecter, $736 59; from E. 
Richards, tormer collector, 163 05; making in all due to the 
town the sum of $2699 683. There are orders and bills to be 
paid, including the bills of town officers, amounting to about 
$350 00, which would leave available to the town the sum of 
$2349 68. 

The town owes to different individuals notes, the principal and 
interest up to this date, amounting to $5293 80, from which, if 
we collect and deduct the available balance and apply to the pay- 
ment of the debt, will leave the indebtedness of the town 
$2976 22. 

We have examined the notes composing the school and parson- 
age funds, and find that there has been collected from the parson- 
age fund notes $377 50, and from the school fund $1162 38.— 
The remaining notes are as heretofore; no changes have been 
made during the past year. 

The books of the Selectmen and Town Treasurer are well kept, 
correctly cast, and for all orders drawn they have exhibited a sat- 
isfactory voucher.

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REPORT OF THE 


Superintending School Committee, 


‘ 


In again presenting the Annual Report of the condition of the Dis- 
trict Schoole in the Town of Goffstown to the citizens thereof, the Su- 
perintending School Committee have the pleasure of announcing a 
gradual improvement, in almost, if not every district in town. 

Let any one who has not visited a school room for the last ten years 
step in and witness the method of teaching pursued now-a-days, and 
compare it with what it was even no longer ago than ten years, and if 
he is a considerate and fair-minded person, he will acknowledge that 
at least, in the method of conveying instruction, there has been im- 
provement. 

In several of the districts convenient and comfortable school rooms 
have taken the place of those old and awkwardly fitted up apartmnets, 
the principal object of which seemed to be, more to secure durability, 
by resisting for a long time the attacks of the boys’ kicking and whit- 
tling propensities, than for comfort and convenience. Those rooms 
are gradually giving place to better ones; which, through the influence 
of the parents and teachers, and perhaps the pride and improved taste 
of the scholars, are very well preserved from knife and foot marks.— 
We are satisfied that the Prudential Committees of the several districts 
are more particular than many have been in years past in hiring teach- 
ers. They look out that the applicant is of sufficient age to have some 
authority—that he has a fair share of common sense, some knowledge 
of human nature, of sufficient industry to regard school-keeping not as 
a mere pastime; buta responsible and arduous employment. | 
ve It isto the good sense and judgment of the Prudential Committee 
that very much of the success of our schools during the past year is to 
be attributed. . 

District No. 1 —T. R. Butterfield, Esq., Prudential Committee.— 
Miss L. S. McNeil, teacher, Summer term. This was an excellent 
school in every respect. The teacher was competent and faithful, and 
the scholars acquitted themselves well at the examination. She reports 
forty-one visits of the inhabitants and makes the following remarks : 

‘‘The term which is just closing has been a pleasant one to the teach- 
er, and we hope aprofitable one to the scholars; although the attend- 
ance has been very irregular, owing to sickness. Thirty-one cases of 
measles out of sixty-two scholars, have reduced the average attendance 
to a very lowper cent. Therefore, so much improvement as might 
otherwise have been made, cannot be expected. his school numbers 
more than can to the best advantage be placed under the instruction of 
one teacher, unless the school be a graded one. But of this matter the 
district are, of course, their own best judges. The parents have not 
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looked in upon us as often this term as we could have wished, but this 
the teacher interprets as a tacitacknowledgment of her ability to con- 
duct the affairs of theschool-room without their oversight. It would 
be well if some of the pupils living near the school-room could be as 
punctual in their attendance as those living two miles distant. 

Winter term, Wm. B. Dodge; whole number of scholars 70; aver- 
age attendance 52. Mr. Dodge labored hard and his success was very 
fair. Itis a large school, and many of the scholars are well advanced 
in their studies. Several went through equations of the 2nd degree in 
Davies’ Algebra. 

Distr. No. 2.—John G. Dodge, Esq., Prudential Committee. Sum- 
mer term, Miss M. Addie Burnham, teacher; whole number of schol- 
ars 15; average attendance 14. This school, under the instruction of 
Miss B., began to show some signs of vitality, which for several years 
back could hardly be perceived ; but which increased so much under the 
instruction of Mr. Heath, who taught the winter term, that we regard 
it an active school, in earnest to make amends for the past, by a most 
rapid improvement inthe future. Mr. Heath makes the following re- 
marks in his report, which we submit : 

‘In so small a school there is not that interest in the studies which can , 
be aroused in a larger one with larger classes; yet during the past 
term the scholars generally have seemed determined to improve their 
time to the best advantage. and a few have been almost perfect not on- 
ly in their lessons, but also in their deportment. The parents, altho’ 
all have seemed to feel an interest in the school, have not manifested it 
by their presence in the school-room. As will be seen by the record of 
names, but few visits have been made. If more frequent visits were 
made by the parents, thus showing the interest which they seem to 
have,doubtless greater zeal would be shown by scholars in their studies.’ 

Dist. No. 3—James Gilchrist, Prudential Committee. Summer term 
by MissS. Jennie Gilchrist. ‘This is a very small school, not averag- 
ing a half dozen scholars during the summer term. Miss Gilchrist is 
considered one of our best teachers. and is every way competent to 
take charge of one of our largest schools, which she has done during 
the winter term in another district. 

The Winter term ofthis school was taught by Mr. Griggs Holbrook, 
who labored hard and endeavored to do his whole duty. We were trot 
present at the examination, not receiving a notice of it until theéven- 
ing after it had taken place. 

ist. No. 4.—There was only one term of this school, which was 
taught by Miss N. Amanda Wyman. This is a very small school, 
hardly large enough to create a spirit of rivalry anongthe pupils. In 
Miss Wyman they had one of the most faithful of teachers. The 
scholars made very great improvement in the various studies pursued, 
and appeared finely at the examination. Andrew McDougal, P. C. 

Dist. No. 5.—Summer term by Miss N. A. Wyman. We never vis- 
ited a school room that so won upon our admiration as this. The 
scholars are well advanced, very ambitious, and conducted in such a 
respectful and orderly manner as to rank deservedly as the banner school. 

inter term by Miss. 8. Jennie Gilchrist. This district was very 
fortunate in securing the services of so accomplished a teacher. Per- 
fectly qualified, both physically and mentally, and experienced in every 
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phase of teaching, a school under her direction could not reasonably 
fail of being a success. We were accompanied in our visits by C. Wy- 
man, Esq..who is one of the most zealous friends of our common schools 
we have among us. Frank Chamberlain, P. C. eo he 

Dist. No. 6.—Summer term by Miss A. L. B. Stevens. Miss Ste- 
vens came well recommended, but did not seem adapted to the pro- 
fession, and the school was a decided failure. . oye 

Winter term by Miss M. Addie Burnham. Miss Burnham was well 


qualified for her position, and seemed to exert herself for. the welfare 
of her scholars, but from a long indulgence the school has become 
one of the most disorderly in town. Some of the large boys, or young 


gentlemen, we suppose they call themselves, conducted in such a. man- 


ner as to leave the impression that the ‘‘oil of birch” well laid on, 


would be a most judicious application. Charles George, P. C. 
Distr, No. 7,—Summer term by Miss Sarah F. Pollard. This was her 
first attempt at school teaching. With a little more experience and a 
firmer hand, she will make one of. our best teachers. The scholars 
made good improvement and the district appeared perfectly satisfied 
with her efforts. Winter term commenced by Rodney S. Shirley. Ten 
days were sufficient to assure the committee and parents that he was 
totally unfit for the position of teacher. Manifesting no self-respect or 
respect for others, he was requested to leave. He was succeeded by 
Mr. John Stearns, who soon reduced things to order and kept a school 
alike creditable to himself and to the district. Although the school 
has lost a large number of advanced scholars within a year or two, it 
still ranks well with the other schools in town. Jacob A. Flanders, Pv'C. 
Dist. No. 8,—Summer term, by Miss Albina Richardson. ‘This 
school was rather a failure, owing we think, to prejudices not necessa- 
rily connected with the school. it uppeared well at the examination. 
Winter term by Mr. C. F. George. We should think the district 
was fortunate in having the co-operation of sucha teacher. ‘The schol- 
ars were very quiet, attentive and prompt to respond’ to the ealls of 
their teacher, and deserye much credit for the good degree of improve- 
ment shown. A black-board extending across the north side of’ the 
school-room would be a most judicious investment. T. R. Hoyt, P.C. 
Dist. No. 9.—Summer term by Miss Lizzie F. George. iss G. is 
very successful in teaching, and the school under her instructions show- 
eda great degree of improvement. Winter term by Mr. S.J Alex- 
ander. This is one of the largest schools in town and contains a good 
proportion of advanced scholars, who made a fine displa under the 
guidance of one of the best teachers we ever met. Faithful and very 
scientific in his labors, the pupils and friends have great reason to re- 
member with pride and gratitude his term with them.

Distr. No. 10.—Mr. Daniel Kidder, P. C. Summer term by Miss 
Martha R. Kidder; whole number of scholars 26; average attendance 
21. This was Miss Kidder’s first attempt at school keeping, and she 
succeeded to the satisfaction of all concerned, so far as we can ascer- 
tain, as indeed it was a very good school, alike creditable to teacher 
and pupils. Winter term by Calvin Martin, an experienced and able 
teacher. He had good order as well as good lessons, and the scholars 
made a fine appearance at the examination. Thirty six scholars in aa 
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tendance upon winter term. 
Dist. No. 11.—Luther Hadley, P. C. Summer term by Miss Mary 
A. Hadley. The inhabitants of this district have remodled their old 


- school-room, expending about $150 in so doing, and there are but few 


others in town more neat, comfortable or convenient. Miss Hadley 
obtained the good will of her pupils and gave general satisfaction to all 
concerned ; being a patient, faithful and competent teacher. 

Winter term by Mr. Alvin Hadley. We were in at the commence- 
ment of the term, and were well pleased with the appearance of the 
school,and have heardit spoken of throughout the district in high terms 
of praise. We regret that the weather and condition of the roads were 
such that we could not be present at the examination, which was defer- 
red once in consequence of the storm, and which unluckily fell upon a 
still more stormy day if possible. Mr. Lladleyis one of our best teach- 
ers and will do his whole duty wherever placed. 


Distr. No. 12.—Mr. Isaac Page, P. C. Miss Lizzie A. Merrill, 
teacher of the summer term.’ Miss Merrill has taught this school one 
or two terms before this, and given good satisfaction, as she is a com- 
petent and faithful teacher. ‘The winter term was taught by Miss F. 
F. Curtis. We were present with many others at the examination a 
few days before the close, and have seldom seen the scholars more or- 
derly, or acquit themselves better. Whole number 25; average 20.— 
School house bad and needs repairing. 


Dist. No. 13.—Alfred Story, Esq., P.C. Miss M. J. Colburn, 
teacher of both terms. Whole number of scholars 54; average 42.— 
Mies Colburn is one of our best and most thorough teachers. The 
school improved well under her care. The County School Commission- 
er, who visited this school, remarked ‘‘that, out of some one hundred 
classes in geography examined during the winter, by him, in the differ- 
ent schools in Hillsborough county, no one would compare with the 
one in this school, in the correetness and promptness of their answers 
to the questions put tothem.” Miss C. makes, in her report at the 
close of the summer term, the following remarks, which we submit for 
the benefit of the district : 


‘It has been our intention to have this term of school as useful as 
possible, to all concerned; to have the method of instruction thorough 
and adapted to the different minds under our charge; but we have not 
been as successful as we could wish, owing in part to the size and con- 
dition of the school, and in part, it may be, to want of encouragement ; 
there having been but nine visits of parents this term. With a few ex- 
ceptions, our efforts have been appreciated by the pupils, who have 
greatly assisted me by their obedience and kindness. ‘This will ever 
be affectionately remembered. Irregularity of attendance and tardi- 
ness—as our own register shows, have prevailed to a very great extent. 
These faults can and should be corrected; but this cannot be accom- 
plished by the teacher alone; the co-operation of parents is necessary 
to effectually banish the evil.” 

Dist. No. 14.—Summer term by Miss Emma A. Worthley. Not being 
notified in season but one visit was made. ‘The scholars appeared well 
and seemed to have made a good use of their short term. Winter term 
by Mr. J. C. Dodge, jr. with only four scholars; there could be but
